U.S. Seventh Army 


Invades Germany

PARIS, Dec. 15.—(BUP )— 


Lt.-Gen, Alexander M, Patch’s 
Seventh Army cut across the German border from Alsace into | 
the Rhenish Palatinate west of Karlsruhe today in the war's 


fourth invasion of the Reich by Allied forces. 


Patch’s veterans of the drive + 
across France from the Mediter- 
ranean thrust their first spear- 
head into Germany and drew up 
in the border region on a 19-mile 
front in a push that threatened to 
turn the Siegfried line at its 
Karlsruhe elbow. 

The first frontier crossing was 
made in the area of Wissembourg 
19 miles west of Karlsruhe and 
some 10 miles west of the extreme 
northeastern tip of France 

Only on the Seventh Army 
front were the Americans en- 
gaged in a war of movement 
against the Nazis. The First Army 
was massing on the west bank of 
the Roer and hammering down 
Nazi resistance in the outskirts of 
Cologne, while stiff German re- 
sistance had virtually stalled the 
Third Army push into the Saar 
Basin. 

Front dispatches said that an- 
other crossing into Germany by 
the Seventh appeared imminent or 
perhaps already had been achieved.

Premature or not, a conference is be- 
ing held at London where Allied represent- 
atives are discussing plans for dealing with 
defeated Germany. 

Whatever plans may be approved, the 
report of the conferees should do good in 
one direction. It should free Germans from 
the notion that the Allies propose to exter- 
minate them, to carry vengeance through 
the land with disregard as to who may be 
responsible for war crimes, or to wipe out 
German industry and force its people into 
the impossible task of subsisting as a pure- 
ly farming population. 

These things are not practicable, but 
Germans have been given some cause to 
suppose they are what will be attempted if 
they surrender, That may account for the 
otherwise inexplicable docility with which 
they continue to submit to progressive 
ruination at the hands of their Nazi 
masters, 

If the conference does no more than 
make clear that the Allies have not adopted 
the Nazi creed and do not intend to employ 
Himmler methods of punishment, that 
should do something to reconcile non-Nazi 
Germans to the thought of defeat and to 
weaken the grip which the gangsters have 
upon their loyalty. 

Hitler has traded on the claim that Ger- 
mans have no choice but to die fighting or 
to suffer the fate he ordained for the Poles. 
Perhaps they believe it.

Moscow and After 


Moscow has just celebrated the third 
anniversary of its deliverance from immin- 
ent capture. On Dec. 13th, 1941, Axis 
armies were decisively defeated and 
thrown into retreat after having half-en- 
circled the city and pushed so near that 
they were within sight of the towers of the 
Kremlin, 

That was the first time the Fuehrer’s 
forces ever were definitely stopped in a 
drive, They have never definitely won a 
campaign since, In that sensegMoscow may 
fairly claim to take precedence over Stalin- 
grad as being the geographic turning-point 
of the war. And through all the Allied 
countries the date may well be remember- 
ed, for at Moscow the tradition was broken 
that a blitzkrieg was irresistible. 

It has taken Russian armies, millions 
strong, plus untold numbers and amounts 
of lend-lease tools and munitions, three 
years of bitter fighting to push the enemy 
back 1,100 miles from the. city he came so 
near to capturing, and whose capture Hit- 
ler supposed would compel Russia to capi- 
tulate. 

Those who are impatient at the dead- 
lock along the West Wall, and disappointed 
that the Allied forces did not crash 
through in their initial rush and sweep 
into the heart of Germany, should remem- 
ber the long, hard grind and the dreary 
time it took the overwhelming manpower 
of Russia to drive the Nazis back to a 
position still short of the borders of the 
Reich. 
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They Also Serve 


The value of the principal field crops 
produced on Canadian farms this year is 
given as $1,319,000,000, a record sum.

But the money value is not the real 
measure of the contribution thus made to 
human welfare, There is no exact stand- 
ard by which this measure can be taken. 
But something of what these crops meant 
to humanity is plain from the circum- 
stances, The stark fact is that the world is 
short of food though we on this continent 
cannot sense the reality. But scores of mill- 
ions of peop in Europe and hundreds of 
millions in China and throughout the 
Orient are only existing on something 
near the irreducible minimum. 

Some of the food provided by these 
Canadian crops will find its way to hungry 
folks beyond the Atlantic. As for the Allied 
war effort, a short crop in Canada this 
year would have been a real and serious 
hindrance; Australia, it is to be remember- 
ed, has little or no food to export. 

The Canadian farmer is playing a big 
part in maintaining Allied fighting 
strength and n supplying the basic needs 
of destitute people in the war-cursed coun- 
tries. For this he deserves full recognition,

The Aftermath 


Belgian courts are investigating 100,- 
000 cases in which citizens of that country 
are accused of having “collaborated” with 
the Germans during the four years of occu- 
pation. About 1,000 have already been 


tried, some imprisoned, a few executed, 
and 70,000 are in prisons awaiting trial. It 
is by no means likely that all the suspected 
parties have yet been rounded up, nor that 
all the collaboration charges have yet been 
laid before the courts. 

Belgium in that respect is a small-scale 


picture of occupied Europe, In every coun- 
try the Axis invaders found local Quislings 
waiting to welcome them, few or many in 
number, and by propaganda and threat 
built up organizations of collaborators who 
supplied them with information and be- 
trayed their patriotic neighbors to death, 
internment or confiscation of property. 
This is not news. From the exiled govern- 
ments and other sources the facts have 
come in steady streams, despite all the 
gauleiters and censors could do. 

This unlovely picture of wide-spread 
treachery has to be kept in mind. It is the 
back-ground of the turmoil in the liber- 
ated states. The hope that these states 
would return immediately to law and order 
when the Nazi armies were driven out was 
impassible, and has obviously failed to 
materialize. They are areas of suspicion, 
fear, individual hatreds and class feuds; 
the natural and inevitable results of alien 
tyranny.

1894: 50 Years Ago 


Telegraphic:

The wheat shipments from Manitoba this year 
are larger than ever before. As nearly as can be 
figured the exports of wheat via Port Arthur and 
Fort William were 8,400,000 bushels of wheat 
ground into flour; 2,400,000 of wheat; via Duluth, 
1,000,000 bushels. A total of over 12,000,000 bushels 
of the year’s crop exported during the season of its 
growth. About 90 per cent. of the export found its 
way to market via U.S. routes, the bulk of it being 
trans-shipped at Buffalo. There were cases this 
year where the St. Lawrence charges for transpor- 
tation for 200 miles from Kingston to Montreal were 
equal to the charges from the head of the lakes to 
Kingston, 1,000 miles. That is no doubt a strong 
reason why Canada is losing her carrying trade.

From that moment grave doubts 
about Gen. McNaughton became 
evident among members. They 
could readily understand a man be- 
lieving either in the voluntary sys- 
tem or in conscription. Their minds 
hesitated at the proposition that 4 
man could believe in both. Their 
code was that when a member or a 
‘minister finds himself opposed in 
principle to his party or govern- 
ment, he holds to principle and 
resigns or bolts. 

The members would have under- 
stood and honored Gen. McNaugh- 
ton if, instead of recommending 
overseas conscription and under- 
taking to apply and administer it 
he had resigned his office—just as 
they honored Mr. Ralston for what 


he had done. But, they asked 
| themselves, how can it be thai a 
man believes with every atom of 


his being in the voluntary system 
on November 6, and then goes for 
conscription on November 20" 
How can a man, whose heart and 
soul is with the overseas army, be- 
lieve that the voluntary system 
offers the only chance of support- 
ing that army, and then take the 
very course which he said had fai!- 
ed in the last war and which could 
not meet the weed in this war how 
could a man change his mind on 
such a vital question in less than a 
month?
